Get  in  the  garden 

Now  in  its  sixth  year,  the  Library  Garden  is  a  cooperative 
effort  that  benefits  neighbors  in  need.  On  Saturday,  June  2, 
volunteer  to  plant  vegetables  under  the  guidance  of  master 
gardeners  from  the  University  of  Illinois  Extension.  Children 
in  grades  K-5  and  their  parents  have  their  turn  at  930  a.m., 
followed  by  adults  at  n  a.m.  (The  rain  date  is  Sunday,  June  3.) 

Once  the  plants  are  in,  the  garden's  success  relies  on  patrons 
who  volunteer  a  week  at  a  time  to  water  and  tend  the  garden. 
As  the  organic  vegetables  mature,  volunteers  harvest,  weigh, 
and  deliver  the  produce  to  nearby  Vernon  Township  Food 
Pantry.  All  materials  are  on  site  and  instructions  are  provided.
